Things Once Used or Now Used ae Substi­ 
tutes For th e Chinese Herb. 
Of course every one knows that we 
drink a good deal that isn't tea when 
we drink a cup of tea. 
WTe drink—or 
are supposed to drink—some tea, some 
lead and some straw. But there are sev­ 
eral “ teas” that the drinkers know are 
not made of tea leaves aud yet are not 
adulterated. 
In Peru they drink mate, a tea made 
from the Ile! paraguensis, a species of 
holly. 
Tbi* is the only mate tea, but 
there is a Brazilian tea, gorgouba, call­ 
ed mate there; another tea used in Aus­ 
tria, called Brazilian tea, and several 
other so called mate teas ore made from 
different varieties of the ilex. 
In Lab- 
jrador they make a tea from two species 
of ledum. 
Oswego tea was made from 
tho scariet Rumania, and mountain tea 
from the dwarf evergreen, Gaultheria 
procurubens. 
Then clover tea aud tansy 
tea and catnip tea and mint tea are 
used, though not as beverages. 
In Sumatra they use coffee leaves to 
make tea out of, and the beverage is 
said to be very refreshing. In Mauritius 
the leaves of an orchid, Angroecum 
fragraus, 
are used. 
The Tonquinese 
have toas ol their own, made of leaves, 
berries, barks and woods. 
The Abys­ 
sinians make tea out of the leaves of 
the Catha edulis. When a sentinel can’t 
leave his post to get a cup of tea, be 
can chew a leaf or two of this plant, 
and be won’t feel like going to sleep 
all night. 
In Tasmania there are said 
to be more than 200 substitutes for tea; 
in England they used to make a tea of 
sage, betony or rosemary and of rasp­ 
berry leaves; in France they use black 
currant leaves and borage to make tea, 
and a century or so ago they gathered 
in English gardens aud fields ash, elder 
and sloe leaves, and the leaves of white­ 
thorn and blackthorn, out of which to 
make tea. So it is evident that thoro 
are teas ami teas.—New York Sun.

Of course every ono knows that we 
drink a good deal that isn’t tea when 
we drink a cup of tea. 
We drink—or 
are supposed to drink—some tea, some 
lead and some straw. But there are sev­ 
eral "teas" that the drinkers know are 
not made of tea leaves and yet fire not 
adulterated. 
In Peru they drink mate, a tea made 
from the Hex paragneusis, a species of 
holly. 
T hn is the only mate tea, but 
there is a Brazilian tea, gorgouba, call­ 
ed mate there; another tea used in Aus­ 
tria, called Brazilian tea, and several 
other so called mate teas are made from 
different varieties of the ilex. 
In Lab­ 
rador they make a tea from two species 
of ledum. 
Oswego tea was marie from 
tho scarlet mouarda, and mountain tea 
from the dwarf evergreen, Gaultheria 
procumbens. 
Then clover tea aud tansy 
tea and catnip tea and m int tea are 
used, though not as beverages. 
In Sumatra they use coffee leaves to 
make tea out of, and the beverage is 
said to be very refreshing. In M auritius 
the leaves of an orchid, Angroecum 
fragrant, are used. 
The Touquinese 
have teas of their own, made of leaves, 
berries, barks and woods. The Abys­ 
sinians make tea out of the leaves of 
the Catha edulis. When a sentinel can’t 
leave bis post to get a cup of tea, be 
can chew a leaf or two of this plant, 
and be won’t feel like going to sleep 
all night. 
In Tasmania there are said 
to be more than 200 substitutes for tea; 
in England they used to make a tea of 
sage, betony or rosemary and of rasp­ 
berry leaves; in France they use black 
currant leaves aud borage to make tea, 
and a century or so ago they gathered 
in English gardens aud fields ash, elder 
and sloe leaves, and the leaves of white­ 
thorn and blackthorn, out of whioh to 
make tea.
